WANT TO EXPERIMENT 


Both the army and the navy arc 


anxious to pioneer in untried paths so 
as to determine the maximum wtilitv 
of aircraft. The reason for this is that 
private capital cannot always be found 
to undertake apparently profitless ad- 
ventures and unless the government 
comes to the rescue, commercial avia- 
i'ion will not progress as rapidly as is 
desired from the viewpoint oif national 
defense. Despite the traditional con- 
ference in other weapons of warfare. 
the importance of finding out just 
what tho airplane and dirigible can do 
from a defensive as well as an offen- 
sive standpoint is beginning to be re- 
garded as paramount. 


Both the war department and the 


navy department officials realize that 
if any of the hazardous experiments 
should result in tragedy they would be 
bitterly criticised and yet they know 
that unless funds arc available for re- 
search. the instruments and devices 
necessary to aid navigation in the air 
may not soon be perfected.

Years after the signing. 
Jefferson 


delighted to tell this story. The debate

ten had been amended, and six, had 
been added.

Thursday, July*4, was a sultry sum- 


mer day. Late in the afternoon it rain- 
ed. Tlie flies—swarms of them, accord- 
ing to Jefferson—left the livery,stable 
near Independence Hall and came in 
to see how the delegates were getting 
along. 
The delegates were 
having 


trouble, and the flies, as though sent 
by Providence, began to take action. 
"They nipped away at Continental 


Congressional legs 
until Continental 


Congressmen could stand it no longer. 
There were many of those Congress- 
men who wanted to speak, but the flics 
were too much for them. Passage was 
urged to escape the flies and passage 
was had. The delegates went home and 
left the historic hall to the flies'. 


PRECEDED .JEFFERSON 


The real father of the Declaration O- 


Independence was a man few school 
youngsters today hear of. This was 
Richard Henry Lee, of Virginia, who 
might have written the Declaration 
itself had it not happened that his 
wife was taken suddenly ill and that 
he went home to be at her bedside, 
leaving to Jefferson the honor of com- 
position. 


Lee wrote what was really the first 


declaration, a short resolution which 
was put before Congress on June 7, 
1776. On that day Lee moved "that 
these United Colonies are and of right 
ought to be free 
and independent 


states: that they arc-absolved from 
aU\aileglanaefto'the ..British .crown! 
and-that-ail-tonneciion between 'them 
and 


son's expanded declaration was taken 
up. 


One other Continental Congressman 


who stepped aside lo give Jefferson 
the honor of writing the famous docu- 
ment 
was 
John Adams. 
Jefferson 


wanted Adams to write it. 
Adams 


wanted Jefferson to write it, for, wrote 
Adams later, "I had been so unpopu- 
lar and obnoxious for my early and 
continual zeal in promoting the mea- 
sure that any draft of mine would un- 
dergo more criticism and scrutiny in 
Congress than one of his 
composi- 


tion." 


ADAMS* SPEECH LOST 


It was Adams, however, whose elo- 


quence persuaded the Congress to pass 
Lee's resolution and so paved the way 
for Jefferson's. His famous speech on 
that occasion.is lost, although Daniel 
\Vobster later tried to reproduce such 
parts as he could remember in the 
"Supposed Speech of John Adams."

John Hancock, president of the Con- 
gress, and Charles Thomson, its sec- 
re tary. 


The parchment copy of the Declara- 


tion, now in the Library of Congress, 
was not signed until Aug. 2. Fifty- 


three delegates signed then. The last 
signature, that of Thomas McKcan, 
was not affixed until 17S1. 


And though the Declaration 
was 


thus formally adopted on July 4, the 
people of Philadelphia did not offi- 
cially know of the adoption until Mon- 
day, 
July S. when the document was 


read from a platform erected by David 
Rittenhouse to observe the transit of 
the planet Venus. The 
reader was 


Captain John Hopkins, commander of 
the first armed brig of war of the in- 
fant navy. That evening, "our late 
king's coat of arms was brought from 
the hall of the btate house and burned 
amid the acclamations of a crowd of 
spectators."

of Horatio J. Spraguc, who was ap 
pointed consul In ISIS and served for 
S3 years. 


The ships of war and the Miips of 


trade have passed each day under the 
eyes of the Spragucs. 
It misht be 


supposed that the Spraguo dynasty 
was by this time as llnnly established 
as the great rock itself, but this is not 
true, first because the present consul 
is a bachelor and second because the 
practice of political appointments for 
such poMs-as. theirs ha:» been abandon- 
ed.

The first Horatio Sprague was a

cision under the workmen's compeiv 
satlon act. 


The commission ordered compensa- 


tion for a younp man who "was em 
ployed by the respondent at carrying 
and pilmp cores." according to tls 
notice.' "These cores." the notice con- 
tinues, "were at times hnndled while 
they were still hot. and the applicant 
testified that the cores he had been 
handling immediately before the ac- 
cident were hot and 
that he vttu, 


wearing a pair of gloves to protect 
his hands. Adjacent to his work place 
there was a sand mixer in operation, 
and his finger was injured by the 
blades in this mixer. The respondent 
claims that the applicant was not in 
the course of his employment at the 
time of the injury. 


"It was the applicant's contention 


th'it he inserted his hand in the mix- 
er to get some sand to cool off his 
hands and gloves. We think that this 
is more or less of an afterthought, 
though it may have been that he was 
rather unconsciously moved to dip his 
hands in to_jsoothe them. Our belief 
is. howeverl"" from the whole record, 
that it was a thoughtless act prompt- 
ed by the natural habit in most peo- 
ple to want to finger sand when they 
see some in their path. We do not 
believe 
that this momentary 
and 


thoughtless digression on the part of 
this applicant from the strict pursuit 
ol his duties is one which removes 
him from the benefits of the work- 
men's compensation act." 


Another decision involved the ques- 


tion of whether an injured workman 
who had already fractured his leg 
was entitled to compensation when 
the same leg was refracturrd, while 
he was still using a cane to aid in 
walking. 
The commission's decision 


reads as follows: 


"On September 27, 1926. the appli- 


cant sustained an injury which result- 
ed in a fracture of the right leg. "Up- 
on examination on December 23, 1926, 
it appeared that he would not have 
been able to resume work until about 
March 1st 
On, February 7, 1927. he 


was still-using-a-cane' to aid him in 
walking, and while -"exercising the -leg 
as instructed he was walking about 
the yard at his home and he slipped 
on &ome ice and refractured his leg 
at the former point of fracture. 


The commission is of the opinion 


that this refractinre of the bones'was 
the result of the original injury and 
the applicant is therefore entitled to 
proper medical, and surgical treat- 
ment and compensation as a result of

Art, athletics, action and accurate; 


thinking was tho crowning glory of 
tho Greeks of old. TJiat made them 
In many wayit the most human folks 
tho world has ever produced. There- 
fore their ch'llization has been 
the 


most venerable mankind ,has ever 
known. It was shot throuch with 
human instincts of the most 
lofty 


kind. 


This is not an essay on Greece. It 
is a reporters observations interpreta- 
tions and Impressions that arc to be 
recorded here. There Is no use com- 
ing to Athens unless however one has 
somewhat of this background. People 
interested in golf, in bridge, in stocks 
or bonds or anxious to sit at tables 
with a "royal gorge" have no business 
here. 
Tennyson 
says of a certain 


character that "he brought an eye for 
all he saw." 
You have to have the 


right eye or else you'«-ill be confused, 
amused and refused. Greece liberates 
nothing .to the unsympathetic mind 
and the belated Intelligence. You will 
see cracked noses, arms, heads and 
feet and heaps of ruins but they are 
meaningless 
to slothful and inert 


minds that have not dug into the past. 


A modern story ought to begin with 


present conditions in a city like Ath- 
ens. 
For better perspective we will 


reverse the order. You can get 
a 


good setting of this country by ap 
preaching it from the Mediterranean 


- sea as we did. Most travelers enter 


by rail from the north. That does not 
give you'the real start. You have to 
come upon that marvelous const with 
all its bays, fiords, inlets with the 
glorious sunshine that plays on it, to 
have an' understanding of the past. 
Look at the map of it and it looks 
like the ramifications of a huge brain 
There is no country, like it on earth. 


Some one has figured out that there 


is one mile of coast line for every C23 
square miles in Africa. 
The solid 


coast line is emblematical of "African 
intelligence. Europe has a mile of 
coast line for every 15G square miles 
but Greece surpasses all coast lines of 
any nation on eartli according to her 
area. The little land has-'a greater 
coast line 
than Spain and Portugal 


" combined and is only half the size of 
these two countries. Its line -would 
extend from Maine to Florida 
and 


no part of Greece is more than 40 
miles from the sea. 


While Spain on the mat> looks like 


a fist and was great in crushing Cuba 
and the Phillipine islands; while Italy 
looks like a boot kicking its way to 
supremacy through might especially 
in the Eoman empire! Greece is like 
a web footed duck, yea like the corru 
gated surface of a brain a symbol ol 
open-mindedness, ready to impart to 
every part of the world. This she has 
done admireably. It is singular too 
that all peninsula countries in Europe 
have left such a mighty impress anc 
Greece with Socrates, Xenephon, Pla 
to and Aristotle and the long gallerj 
of other notables, has outdistanced 
them all in distributing values that 
are both human and divine. 


My first impression of Greece some 


years ago was the astonishing amount 
of sunlight. That wonderful deep blue 
sea followed up by the dazzling rays 
threw a brilliancy over Athens and 
its ruins that London could never 'do 
A Greek building in London 
-would 


.never show up -well; You have to have 
light to show up Greek architecture 
The Gothic -with its somber columns 
and arches enclosing some high pres 
sure religion,,,seems more fitted for 
the northern climes. While German} 
has 59 sunshiney days a year, Greece 
lias 179 days where the sun is never 
hid, 157 days where it is hid only a 
half an hour a day and only 3 days 
•where the sun does not shine. 
So 


that is that! 
Greece lies between two • extremes 


not overhot - nor over, cold but as 
Herodotus said it was a land well tern 
pered and very cheerful and conduc 
ive to bright and hopeful thoughts 
Then Greece was on the cross roads 
between Europe, Africa and Asia and 
for many centuries she was the guid 
ing hand chaos to cosmos. You cai 
ascend Mount Likabetos in Athens 
and get a -wonderful perspective will 
all the riot of colors from the blue so; 
to the green foliage of trees, from the 
•white color of the houses also the 
ochre color to the white snow on dis 
tant mountains in the backgroum 
and as far as cur experience is con 
cerne"a there is »o finer panorama any 
where. Piraeus only five miles dis 
tant is the harbor and will one da> 
be joined up with Athens and become 
one of the greatest ports oC the world 
fast electric trains uniting the towns 
now. Here then is a snot to fascinate 
to inspire and to give one a Hbcra 
education.

It testifies 
of the former grandeur and glory and 
is a model of perfection that may nev- 
er be reproduced. 
Here a sublime 


genius flourished. It is as though the 
gods came down in human form and 
touched every part of it. The incar- 
nation of gods was a common belief 
among 
Greeks; 
they were never 


troubled with Onrist's incarnat'on. It 
is true that the truth of the cross was 
foolishness to them; it is a Hebrew 
speciality, self 
renunciation. 
The 


Greeks were out for self expression. 
Christ had to tell the Greeks who 
wanted to sec Him in his real glory 
that they would first have to die like 
a corn of wheat before they could un- 
derstand Him r.nd perceive Him. 


The Parthenon is the highest self 


expression of the Greek outreach on 
life. "We cannot give its history here. 
That is generally know safe it may 
be well to add a few facts of "general 
interest. Pericles was the remarkable 
architect of this famous building. It 
was erected 437 B. C. Ictinos and 
Kallicrates were employed by Peri- 
cles to help him. The guide showed 
us that all the pillars leaned some- 
what in order to give'them the proper 
perspective.

-Scmie idea of the trend of acre yields 


ca*h be estimated on the basis of past per- 
formances. Since 1883 the average yield 
per acre of corn has increased IS per cent; 
wheat, 17 per~cent; oats, 14 per cent and 
potatoes about 40 per cent. During this 
forty year period the combined acreage of - 
corn^^vPheat, oats and potatoes has been 
expanded about 52 per cent, whereas the 
total production of these crops has ,Jui- 
creased 77 per cent. It becomes evident 
that nearly one third the increase -joi the 
production of these four^crops can be as- 
signed to increase in yield per acre.-

It is less likely to produce untowaid effects 
than adrenalin is and therefore seems a better rem- 
edy to put into the hands of the patient himself 
for emergency relief. 


Drs. Simon S. Leopold and Thomas 0. Miller re- 


port gratifying results from the use of ephcdrinc in 
a series of cases of asthma, including cas^s of thiec 
common types, namely, allergic (Hie cause being 
sensitization to some foreign protein such as horse 
dander, policn. food protein): infectious cases (the 
cause being a focus of infection in a nasal sinus or 
Iscwhoro): and nasal reflex cases (the cause being 
thickening of the turbinate bodies with contact or 
pressure against the nasal septum). Tlic drug gave 
complete relief in 16 out of 19 cases of allergic astfi- 
ma. no rclief'in two cases, partial relief in one case. 
That is to .say. it'g;'.\e relief within 30 minutes al- 
;er administration by mouth or by hypodermic in- 
icction. 


Of 37 cases of the infectious tyre (of course this' 


word infectious refers to' the nature or cause,_jiot 
o the communicability of the disease, for it isn't 
communicable) ephcdrinc gave complete relief in II 
cases: partial relief in 16 cases: no relief in 7 cases. 


Dm. Leopold and ZMillcr found that of these 37 


cases of asthma of infectious origin, the seat or fo- 
cus of infection was in a nasal sinus in 29 instances, 
usually the sphenoid or ethmoid sinuses. Incidental- 
y, victims of asthma should know that a chronic or 
ow grade infection of those sinuses may be misin- 
terpreted as "a little catarrh" or a "sensitive throat" 
or some other equally meaningless condition. Every 
complete physical examination includes an investi- 
gation of these -muses.

>e obtainable, if it is not already on the market.

Answer — Bunion is an incomplete or partial dis- 


ocation^of, the s^eat toe joint, usually -associated 
with thickening of the head of the metatarsal of 
hat joint and an inflamed or infected bursa o\ei- 
he ^joint. Of c6ursc nothing but surgery can "re- 
move" bunion once bunion is 'established. The op- 
eration is painlcsS (you receive an anesthetic) and 
akes perhaps 12 minutes. Usually part of the en- 
arged head of- the metat?rsal bone i-iust^be re- 
moved in order tp permit reduction of the disloca- 
ion and 
replacement 
of the distorted bones in 


straight ppsition. Then you enjoy a couple of weeks 
off your feet while the healing goes on. In the early 
stage of bunion formation — when you ar- indulging 
.•our vanity in pretty in a manner of speaking dogs, 
he pain and inflammation may :be relieved^ Vy a 
arse moist dressing of gauze over night. The gauze 
should be kept moist with some evaporating lotion 
such as alcohol, bay rum. or witch hazel or any al- 
coholic lotion. Do not make the mistake of using 
corn remedies on bunion. Bunion is a dislocated 
•"oint. It is foolish to think of "absorbing"' it- or 
•niring it oUjerwise than by surgery. Whether bun- 
on may Jxs prevented after vicious footwear has 
produced the characteristic outward bend at. the 
great toe joint. I am uncertain. But I can assure 
vou that no one need ever bother about bunion if he 
or she never indulges in imporpcr shoes. Bunion is 
one of the penalties nature exacts for vanity. 


Autointoxication 


I have noticed you repeatedly assert that autoin- 


.oxication or toxic poisoning cannot be caused, by 
absorption into the system of waste matter from the 
constipated bov.el. If that Is true, then how do you 
explain keeping a patient al>ve sometimes for many 
Jays by means of nourishment injected into the 
xmcl in nutrient enemas, when it is impossible to 
'ced the patient by mouth? (J. 'A. W.) 


Answer — I never called it "toxic poisoning." Tox- 


c means poisonous. I never asserted that, no nutri- 
ment can be absorbed from ihe bowel. I ai>serlc<l 
,h,it there is no scientific ground for the morbid 
fancy that any "toxic" or injurious waste matter 
s absorber! into Uic r=j.«-tcm from the intcs-tinql cav- 
ty in the pre-sence of constipation. I still maintain 
.hat. and I challenge. anyone who thinks otherwise 
:o cite or produce the evidence on which the morbid 
fancy '•" based.

"William Lyon Phelps. commenting 


on the "Ask Me Another" craze, says 
that out of 50 quqestions submitted 
to him soon after this game ^displayed 
the crossword puzzle, he coulJ ans- 
wer all but four. lie did not know 
how macaroni was made, he did not 
know the meaniiis of B. P. O. E. he 
did not know,- oi> what day of the week 
Columbus discox'ercd Arneiica, and he 
did not know why the American em- 
bassy at England is called the "court 
of St. James." 


An astonishingly high score, you 


will admit, only four misses out of 50 
questions. But 
notice that 
in 
the 


case of all four questions, it does not 
make a particle of difference whe- 
ther one knows the answers or not. 
Every one of them represents me're- 
ly a single "isolated bit of informa- 
tisio. unconnected with any possible 
system of thought, rule of life, 
or 


even professional information. If you 
happen to know the answer, w<jll and 
good; if you don't, also well and good. 
Meaningless as a test of education 
mental'capacity or anything el&e. 


The first advocate^of the question 


and naswcr craze, at least the first 
one who. became universally famous 
for it, was Socrates, who lived about 
three hundred years before Christ. 
Like the people of today ivh" have 
adopted the 
question 
and answer 


craze to take up the time not coa- 
sumed by bridge he was everlastingly 
asking questions. JIc was a kind of 
universit5' President who taught his 
pupils by asking them questions — 
seldom answering 
them 
directly. 


When, they gave an answer he asked 
'another question, basing it on the' as- 
sumptions contained in their answers, 
and then another, and still another. 
He was a gadfly, stinging his vic- 
tims with questions and making them 
see- themselves how ignorant and ri- 
diculous they were.

But though he was the originator 


and 
king of the 
question askers. 


Socrates would never have thought cf 
asking. "Who was the first one to 
part his hair in 
the 
middle?" 
cr 


."Who invented cheese as an article 
of food?" or "Whose hen is the cham- 
pion egg layer in. Greece?" The one 
f-haracicristic that all the questions in 
the present craze in common is that 
every one of-them can be answered 
specifically and 
definitely in a few 


brief words. If not. they arc no good 
for present purposes. They aro as 
definite a.s the multiplication 
tabic 


ami as useless for Jhcir own sake as 
the multiplication table 
in useless 


for its won sake. 


Xot so Socrates* question. 
He 


would, for instance, ask a question 
something 
!lk<* this: "What then. 


Crito. is justice?" Perhaps had licen 


spouting about "liberty and justice," 
using all sorts of rhetorical flourish- 
es, exactly as a Fourth of July orator 
to day will spout words like a gay&er 
without giving a single thought to 
their meaning. Socrates always want- 
ed meanings. He wanted to pin down 
ideas. So he interrupted the spoutcr 
and asked, "T.Vhat then is justice'." 


The student—students 
were not 


beys but mature men interested in 
'ideas— would stop, merely to brush 
off the 
gadfly. 
Everybody. kno\\s 


what justice: why justice —And the:!, 
he would stop, arrested for the first 
time by the dawning thought that 
back of the apparently simple ques- 
tion might lie a whole world of legic 
and philosophy. 
* 


Very humanly, however, he would 


try to maintain his point. lie would 
give a wordy answer 
as to 
what 


justice is. But at each point Socrates 
would be upon him, pin him down, 
ask mole questions and .still more. It 
takes a man of commanding intellect 
to ask questions in the 
real sense. 


Even Socrates could not answer all 
the questions, he asked but at least 
he could ask them intelligently. 


The difference between them and 


the questions 
of. the present craze 


is that back of them lay philosophy 
and ahead of them lay a conscious 
system of thought. They were not is- 
olated queries but steps in the de- 
velopment of ideas. Hence they weic 
a fair test of intelligence and ment- 
al capactiy, which of course the ques- 
tions in the present game arc not. 


Most questions 
that 
arc 
worth 


answering at all cannot be answered 
in a given, definite statement. 
Per- 


haps the most famous question 
all history was propounded by Pilate, 
"What is truth?" and it is still un- 
answered. But even a blundering at- 
tempt at answering it or at answering 
any one of the Socratic questions is 
a better proof of intelligence than 
to have even a better rcore than 
Phelps in the present game.

No two children are alike in 
character or mental or nerv- 


ous make-up, any more than they re- 
semble each other in looks. 


The saying that all men are born 


free and equal is not true. They may 
be born free bu* they arc never born 
equal. That is demonstrated by the 
time Johnny is old enough to get a 
gang together. 


Every little crowd has its leader. 


But that very leader, a bulwark of 
strong will and physical 
strength, 


may have to appeal to one of his lieu- 
tenants to go into the house beside 
the lot and courageously' ask for the 
ball that has broken a window. 
He 


may be an executive but he may lack 
moral courage.

of talking. Parents don't talk to then 
children enough. 
Children arc real 


people. Don't talk down to them. Talk 
with them. Discuss things. Suggest. 
"Word upon word and precept upon 
precept." says the Bible.

cle that the dry* of that country will 
ht've to overcome In their new light 
to malse the whole of Canada arid 
under a national prohibition law s»h 
ilar to our Volstead act. 


Any national legislation that the 


drys might succeed in having passed 
b.\ the Dominion Parliament, which 
corresponds 
to our own 
Congress, 


would in turn have to pass the Sen- 
ate, t-imilar to our own Senate, except 
that its members are appointed for 
life and therefore not answerable to 
the people. Its background is British. 


The Senate may veto any nuasures 


that it pleases and so long as the low- 
er house submits them, the members 
of. the lower house, having flung their 
gestures, can suffer no harm from the 
drys at the next election.

Washington—The ordinary gent who 


mutters and groans as he shells out 
S300 to have his roof reshinglcd was 
inclined to sniff suspiciously when 
$300,000 was appropriated to "fix the 
roof" of the White House. 


There was much wagging of heads. 
Anyone who has seen the tons of 


steel, brick, tile and timber at the 
White House portals, the great crane 
on the lawn and other evidences of ex- 
tensive operations, 
will realize how 


superfluous was all that worry. 


The wooden truss support on which 


the second floor depended so long — 
because supporting columns had been 
pulled out to enlarge the rooms—is be- 
ing replaced by a. structure of steel 
which will be doing business long af- 
ter our great-grandchildren have be- 
come presidents. 


The contractor can hardly be mak- 


ing any exorbitant profit. He was 
required to erect a temporary protect- 
ing roof as he took off the old one — 
which has made it appear to tourists 
as if the White House supported a 
fullfledged roof garden. A temporary 
floor had to be built over the second 
story, also for purposes of protection. 
The contractor had to take out ?750.- 
000 insurance, covering possible dam- 
age to everything in sight, at the 
same time guaranteeing to keep the 
White House sightly as possible dur- 
ing operations. 


And the roof is only part of the 


job. For instance; the contractor had 
to jnstaH seven new bathtubs, seven 
new showers and 15 new lavatories, as 
well as considerable new marble work. 


The weakness of the roof and the 


full extent of the peril to the president 
and his family are said to have been 
fully revealed only since it was torn 


Wells.
